THE OLDEST NATION OF EUROPE 
Geographical Factors in the Strength of Modern England

y SLESS some military genius: of 
the first order should appear on 
XJ othe one side or the other or some 


terrible blander: be committed, the cut- 
come of the present war may depend 
tore upon the relative strength of the 
States: involved than upen the deeds of 
their armors. Ovurnieniy. even the abil- 
ity to keep armies im the fell may be 
determined by forces: not military at all 
und possihly not at this moment related 
tu the general isane of the war. 

‘Certain Europesn writers hove pro 
(htced so foriidable a series of state- 
ments which lead, ne they insist, 10 the 
conchision that Engtand is. net only decu- 
dent at present, but never has heen 
strong, that ft may be worth while to 
examine at some length the general prem- 
ises Of English history and geography, 

The general contention of these writers 
is that England is strong because of her 
feet, because of her colonies anit de- 
pendencies, rather than beeause of fac- 
tors inherent in her sitiation. They Inok 
at the obviows. facts. which, of course, 
are not to be denied, that Engtand is, in 


total area, much amaller than the other 
Great Powers; that the propertion of 
arable land in England:is smalier than it 
is in France or Germany; that its fer- 
tility is less than that of the average land 
in the two latter, From her own re- 
sources, therefore, England should not 
be able to suppart anything like as large 
« population as easily as other nations 
chunthl 

Inthe long: tan evervthing goes back 
bo the toned, and certain schools af econo 
mists have mested that the pormal, nat- 
ura) strengih of a nation should roughly 
appraximate is natural resources, he 
fact that England, with propertionately 
less natural resources, has for a century 
ef more supperted a large population in 
relatively greater comfort with relatively 
greater case than other mations have 
demonstrates to many that England: must 
be an artificial, and therefore vuinerable, 


Struchire. 


In such statements there is so much 
that 8 troe anid so much more that is 
specious that the conclusion drawn from 
ther is-only too likely to seem inevitable 
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to those who pursie their inquiry mo fur- 
ther. England's preeminence and pre- 
dominance are, however, the result of 
geographical and economic factors of the 
Litingst poteney, but of the wtmpst pes 
eviliarity, “They are, in fact. so unique 
that if we had not the evidence of their 
formative power in the events of English 
history we should be inclined to diate 
their sipnifiestice. | 

Great geographical and econpmic forces 
hove bait up a political and eootiemic 
fabrie of unquestioned significance which 
as surely exisis.as the aun in the heavens, 
ant whose existence is not to he <dis- 
proved by demonstrating that the forces 
which ereated it have done their work. 


THE ESSENTIALS OF NATIONALITY 


[et ns enumerate the essential features 
of national existence 4s we now under- 
stand them and compare the periods at 
which they were achieved by England 
and by the other countries in Europe. 

First and foremost, territorm! anity in 
the sense of the possession by the State 
of a Taerashieal entity, with, if possi- 
tle such pateral frontiors as the Pyrenees 
farm: far Spain and the Alps for Ttaly. 

In the second place, ractal unity, which 
assumes that the people inhabiting this 
peaeraphical unit have lost comacicusness 
of anv differences of racial origin and 
regard themselves as one pevipile. 

‘hirdly, religions anity, at least to such 
an extent that toleration of individual 
heliefs is recognized as an accepted prin- 
ciple by the State. We no longer demand 
as telimions anity identity of opinion, but 
we at least premise as an important fac- 
tar in mitional consciousness a substan- 
tial tolerance by the state of differences 
of opinion. 

Fourthly, patriotism, the consmotianess 
in the vast body of the people of this 
unity of territory, of race, and religion, 
and of a consequent unity of aim and 
purpose, Tt presumes the active existence 
of common comsciousness, of common 
idéals, both present and futarre. 

Fifthly, unity of administration, not 
only such externals as allegiance to the 
sme sovereign or ta the same constitu. 
tion, ‘but a very teal utity of govern- 
mental ideals, by which we tiean that the 


ath 


overwhelming majority of the people are: 
so well satished with the general form of 
government ail the general results of its 
operation that they have no wish to 
change tt. This. docs not, of course, pre- 
clude strong differences of opinien in 
great sections of the people on questwns 
of policy, but it does assune a very real 
agreement on everything at all funda- 
mien

France and Germany have net yet at- 
taiied, the majority of their people still 
dreamt wi, the terntertl utiry and “nat- 
ural frontiers” which England attamed 
centuries apo. To all antents anid por- 
poses, Enghunl wosin 187. at the death 
of Witham the Concueror, what she is 
now. ‘Phe fact that both William andl 
his immediate siccessirs Gwe) great es 
tlles ipo the continent must pet ect 
val from us. as students, the essential 
fact that territorial utity in England has 
been practicully a-reality since bis time. 


Since the close of the Hundred Years’ 


War, at the very latest; Englind has not 
owned, nor have the English people de- 
sired, kind on the continent of Europe 
The single port of Calais remamed tor 
another century a8 the reninder of whit 
had been: but already, in the reign of 
Henry VII, Englishmen were reconciled 
to the limitation of their boundaries to 
the “tight litthe: tele.” 7 

Spain did not obtain a territorial unity 
similarte Englands on the tleath of Wil- 
lium the Conqueror wnatil the close of the 
fifteenth century, and the more clutely 
Spatish history is studied the clearer 
dacs tt heeome that this territorial urnmty 
was more nominal than real. 

France waited until the sixteenth cen- 
tury, Germany and Italy until the nine- 
teenth century, to attain ever formal 
tetritormal unity by bringing under one 
government all the territory which those 
Halians now possess, 

There are, of contse, many qualfico- 
tions and reservations to be made in con- 
nection with any such serice of broad 
stutements as these, but-after all poss

ble decuictions have been made, England 
attained territorial unity centunes beture 
other nations, | | 
Furthermore, the geographical forma- 
tion of the British Isles gave the English 
from the first supremacy among the va- 
rious: peoples living in them, England ts 
the great plain sloping from the Welsh 
Mountains to the Cliarittel and the North 
Sea, and owas from the first capable of 
supporting a population so much larger: 
than could be taintained in the moun

The territorial integrity of England 
was. assured in the Middle Ages to an 
extent to which the territorial inteyrity

"Phe importance of this achteverrent is 
apparent when we rémember that until 
ternitorial unity hes become something 
were than a figment of the imaginatiin 
the racial cohesion of the ptoples who 
are finally to become a nation by the at- 
tammncnt of priliticn consciousness of a 
commer aim ard purpease cannot mech 
more than begin; until the pieces are at 
least assembled upon the table the com- 
pete of the pictare will be impossible. 
The early attainment of terntortal unity 
by England to a large extent explains the 
early attainment of racial unity.

Such-a feelmg mvarmbly 
mreeedes nationality, often by centuries, 
(ine has only to compare a Prenchmat 
in the annies of the Hundred Years’ 
Warora German in Wallenstein’s camp 
with a Frenchman of the time of Na- 
peleon or with a German of the present 
day to see hiew very real and) striking 
this iiffererice is, There can be very lit- 
the question that the English attained 
same wetially national comactatsness hy 
the end of Elizabeth's reign. 


RELIGIOUS DIFFERENCES WEE CoMPRO- 
UIsED IN ENGLAND, WEEBEAS TU2 
CONTINENT WAS RAVAGED BY 
RELICS WARS 


One of the great causes of disunion, 
ame of the great hintrances to the formmn- 
tion of one nation out of the people of 
French stock scattered between the Mert- 
terrancion aml the English Channel, anil 
thase Of German stock between the Alps: 
und the Baltic, was the perpetuation for 
at least two centuries of the cleavage te 
tween Protestant and Catholic. What- 
ever we may feel in regard to the eventual 
gains of cwilizatiom due to the Protestant 

icformition, we Cannot fail to see that 
in some nations of Europe it tended to 
retard national unitv, So long as Fret- 
estunt Germans preferred an alliance 
with Protestant countries to an allmnce 
with Catholic Germans, Germany, as a 
united nation, could be no more than a 
formal phrase, 

Fark in the seventeenth century. the 
Engtish produced a warking compromise 
between Catholic and Protestant which 
wiped out the religious fine mn all national 
questions: One of the most striking facts 
it the history of the period is the prefer- 
ence of the Enplish Catholics for the 
Protestant succession to the throne ond 
their rejection with yigor und scorn af 
the plan to make England Catholic by a

Spanish conquest which should put a 
Spanish roler on the throne, Again and 
again they insisted that they were Eng- 
lishmen first and Catholics second. Tt ts 
surely not without significance that at this 
time France and Germany were aligned 
on different sides m preat wars, whose 
ostensible cause was religion. The Hugue- 
not cities im tiotthem France anil ['rot- 
estant Mrandenburg certainly felt no na- 
tional unity with their Catholic neighbors. 


FREED. EARLY FROM RACIAL ANT 
RELIGIOUS QUARRELS, THE EXGLISH 
COULD PEVOTE CENTURIES 
Th) WORKING OUT A 
‘CONSTITUTION 

The vital importance of the acquisition 
by England of territorial unity, racial 
ity, a conscimsnessof nationality, and 
something approaching relipiaus tolera- 
ton are most evident when we come to 
study the growth of governmental and 
administrative unity and efficiericy. 

The same great geographical factors 
which had in early centiries erased the 
consciousness of a difference in blood 
wrought powerfully for the creation in 
England of a common political experi- 
ence. England was small in total area, 
and by the practical exclusion uf Wales 
and Scotam!l from the sdminieerative 
area uml the time of the Tudors and 
Stuarts the Englishmen, whose descend- 
aunts were to work such apparent tmira- 
cles, wete perforce huddled together in 
sculhern and eastern England, where 
propngquity compelled them to become 
sequainted with each other, As they and 
therr descendants lived) on a-small, nar- 
row ishind, pretty thoroughly isolated 
from the rest of the world, they had, 
perforce, political experiences in com- 
mon, Furthenmere, the Neotman con- 





quest had put inte the saddle of power 


the strongest feudal monarch in Europe, 
a main strong enough usually to override 
all local nobles, and strong enough to tn- 
stitute systems of taxation and of cen- 
tral administration, to abolish mast local 
custamis duttes or tolls such as proved 
the hane of central Europe until the nine- 
teenth century, and to establish some- 
thing hike a writer sVstem re courts 
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and a law truly common to all parts :of 
its kingdom. | 

The close propinguity and the strong 
fovernment which the stmillness of ad- 
ministrative England made possible were 
the factors whith students are more anil 
more coming te agree molded the English 
constitution, But they are particularly 
well agreed that the ainccess of the Eng- 
lish constitution 1% to be chiefly ascribed 
to the political experience of the English 
peaple, which has taught therm that syc- 
cessigl government must be the prodact 
of mutual corieession and compromise. 
The English constituhion works well be- 
cattse Englishmen began many centuries 
apo to live together in a wav which the 
men of other countries have only ap- 
proached im recent generations. 


CIVIL WAR UNKNOWN IN ENGLAND FoR 
MANY CEN TIIBIES 


We shall likewise sce in the curly at- 
tainment of racial woity, in the early dis- 
appearance of the religious cleft, and in 
the ¢arhy attainment of a troly oational 
feeling the explanation of the Fact that 
the settlement of domestic disputes by 
force of arms ceased in the seventeenth 
century. 

The statement thar Ulster would resist 
witli anins andet of Parliament produced 
a great sensation, because no part of the 
British Isles hal threatened civil war for 
centunes, To Englishmen i seermed a 
crushing calamity; yet practically every 
tuition in Europe contains larger boles 
ef an-called cittrens who await merely a 
favorable opportunity to prosecute a civil 
wit, In astrict seisc of the word, Eng- 
land has had no irrecinecilahles: What- 
ever extensions of legal privileges [rish- 
men, Scotenen, andl) Welshmen have 
sought for in the Jast three centuries; 
there has certainly been in none of those 
conntries any witle-sprearl aentiment in 
favor of overthrowme the English crown 
er the Engiish constitution, 

Such a record no other State in Enrone 
can show, and today Engiand i probably 
the only one of the Great Powers witch 
contains no constlerahle bly of men 
desirous of changmp, fundamentally, the 
form of government. 

Tt has been England's peculiar forteone 
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that such differences of qpinion as there 
have been in regard to local government 
or atttonomy should have been heli by 

‘ople who tmhabited portions of the Grit- 
wh Isles of practically nomilitary, naval 
or administrative importance. Compared 
with Germany, whe has the Alsations 
and Poles located upon the military kevs 
to the frontier, or Austria, whose south- 
western and northeastern frontiers are 
bath in the hands of nen who hate the 
Dual Monarchy with a troly conseming 
hatred, the [nglish bave never had to 
cope with the problem of domestic dis- 
oord. 


ENGLAND S PREMIMINANCE 


With these facts in mind, let ne now 
analyse what m kocwn as Great Britain's 
predominance in Europe—this position, 
tf it is a position, which i suppied to 
sive England the casting vote m Euro- 
pean, poltticse—anil see, i we can, whit 
are the really significant factors supipart- 
ing it. We shall find that we are dealing 
with a singularly clusive type of influciwe, 
seldom tangible and seldom manifesting 
itself in precisely the same way. 

It is die, least of all, to sipertor phys 
ical strengei Never hast been possible 
for England to place upon the continent 
antics capable of waging a decisive cam- 

in without assistance, At thes: «ur- 
ing the Hunde? Years’ War, the Eing- 
lish annies, single-haniled, won glorious 
victories, Hike Agincourt, bot invariably 
were tnable to tum them to account in 
deciding the campaign. Since the six- 
teenth centary the English have at times 
scntexpetitionary forces to the continent 
which have had tn some cases decisive 
influence upon the results of the cam- 
paign, but they have never been able, and 
are not now able, to take the offensive 
ote ueainst aay of the Great European 
Powers in the fiel! With any chance of 
success. Enpland’s predominance in En- 
rope, then, is dot based apart superior 
mililary strength; tt is mot a question of 
force; ber diplomats know invariably 
that they cannot threaten coercion of 
their opponents din land. . 

Yet for three centuries and more the 
English have succeeded. 1 gettme whit 
they warited, and in the general European 
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wars have- managed somehow to secure 
the victory for their side. 

Let us not minimise the inspec ance of 
this #tecess, por assume that it i any 
the less success beciise England his sue- 
ceeded in winning her victories by mieans 
of the hands of others, Let us not claim 
that the English have selected! the win- 
ning side with uncanny perspicacity and 
have prevail! because they have always 
had th e good sense to attach theriselves 
to the victor.. There are conspicunus in- 
stances where the English have con- 
scioitsly espassen! thie livsirige stile at the 
time when it seemed as if defeat were 
in absolute certainty,

Yet despite the espousal of the losing 
side-and the inability to throw into the 
European scale an army 5 enough to 
decide the issue alone, the English have 
brought victory to their banners, This, 
in reality, is what we mean by English 
predominante. by English preeminence, 
f you will: they have alinest invariably 
molded European affairs as they wished, 


GEMGRAPIY FAVORED ENGLANT 


We mitst not lose sught of the fact that 
the strategical geography of Europe has 
given the English advantages of position 
which were more importint in the past 
thin great armies; that the English Chan- 
nel was, in the days of sailing ships, a 
more effective harner agamét myasion 
than any anny could have been, The 
strategical importance of Belgium and 
Holland, too, vital to England, was very 
fortunately also vital to Germany anil 
France. ‘The English have never, single- 
hander, heen able to keep either France 
or Germany catt of those countries in 
time of war; but they have, somehow or 
other, always managed to play aff France 
tairst Germany, or Genniny apamest 
France, and in the long ran keep them 
bath out of Belgium and Holland, & ng- 
land has protected herself by arousing 
the fears of others, andl it must be arl- 


of these antipathies ond Tears, 
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mitted that Germany in Helgium threat- 
ens Paris a poid deal more effectively 
than she does London, and that [outs 
ADV in [lolland was even more distaste 
ful.to the German States of the Khine 
than he was i the English, 

Wile we have not, in an article cf 
this length, sufficient space to deal with 
the strategwal geography of Europe in 
detail, we must emphasize the extent to 


which the geography of Rurope creates 


similar antipathies and arouses similar 
apprehensions between tmost of the i 
tions occtipying that continent. 1

has broken up alliances and aN ite 
against her and lias fornied alltanees to 
assist her, We need not praise the [rit- 
ish for moliling the faee of Eirrope to 
euit their convenience, but it may not be 
amiss to insist that the strategical posts 
which have been of such conseqtionce to 
the English in the past are in nearly 
every instunce of exactly the same con- 
sequence today that they have always 
been. If we have here the secret of Eng- 
lish success, the prime condition af Erg- 
lish predominance, it is idle te suppose 
that it will not be of consequence in the 
immediate future. 3

Cunsciousness dmd national feeling which 
mae the Hundred VYeurs’ War possibile, 
which give the English the assistarwe for 
Heatiy a century of one-half of France 
The lack of racial cohestow andl any 
thing approaching national sympathy and 
consciousness in Ger>nany allowed the 
French and the Swedes to mivage that 
inhappy land for mere than a decade in 
the seventeenth century, after all the 
German «disputes had heen settled A 
German nation, in the meadern sense of 
the word, existent in rhg30 would have 
made at least the later phases of the 
Thirty Years’ War an impossibility, The 
comtined abdence of these qualities in 
the eighteenth century were exactly the 
conditions prerequisite to the aggressions 
of Louis XIV and of N aopalecon, The 
work of Stem and Scharnhorst tn arctds- 
ing aru! forming national ecnscinnsness 
alone racial lines had immediate results 
of consequence.

UNITY GF ACTION AND. A CONSISTENT 
POLICY Fol CENTURIES 


The real secret, then, of English pre- 
dominanve has been her territorial unity, 
her racial unity, her national’ consrious- 
ness, her political experience—all of them 
realities In the sixteenth century to an 
extent and a degree which it t= doubtful 
that they attamed in any other European 
State for more thar) two centuries later. 
England stepped inte the European arena 
as a anit, of whose unity her own rulers 
um! those of other countries were cedne 
scious. Whatever force she pnsscssect 
her rulers knew that they could direct as 
they deemed necessary Unity of netion, 
a consistent potiey followed out carefully 
ly generations of statesmen, became pos- 
sthle, and its importance is difficult to 
overestimate, Somehow or other the 
English have left upon the tangled web 
of European diplomacy the impress of 
eatisistency, singleness of purpose, and 
(if there be such a quality in diplomacy) 
of honesty. The Englishman's word has 
been his bond. net only in commercial 
transactions between individuals, but in 
the courts of mations: Time Has proved 
the faithfulness of England to her alties. 





Her protiise of aid and-support has ale 
Was meal a promise ihapery hous to the 
promises: threats, of cajileries of her 
ences, It is this consistency, thee firm 
ness Of purpose. this conschiusness of 
Englanil’s essential honesty, of her hon 
orible oliservanee of her promises, that 
has made her the arbiter of Europe and 
has given her voice such weight in the 
deltberathins of auvtivins.

Her early attainment of territorial and 
rick tnity made it nmpessible for others 
fo tse successfully against her the sort 
of weapons that she emploved with such 
telling effect against them. In the six- 
teenth century Elizabeth and her stutes- 
men faced perhaps the worst crisis in 
English history, It. seemed as: if-all Eu- 
fope were about to unite against her: if 
nt on One pretext, then on onoother. 
There stemed to be two or three possible 
combinntions, any of which would, be 
powerful enough to comyner her: and at 
was indeed is doubtitnt whether Eng- 
land could withstand, single-hamded, the 
assault of Spain abone, 

Elizabeth fonghi the battle in Europe, 
not ot home. The Dateh revolt, which 


she sedulousty nursed and aided, struck 


Spain a. deadiy, crippling blow, In 
Franée the strength at the Hugnenots 
gave Elizabeth powerful assistance ani 
diverted the energies of the French 
Crown at critical moments 

What made these foreign victories de- 
cisive for the safety of England was the 
inability of her enemies to use the same 
weapons against her, The Spanish and 
the French tried wo stinmlate revolts in 
Ireland anc invasions from Seothanl: in 
England they subsidized the Catholic 
party and fomented rebellion, All went 
well in all these parties tmtil it became 
clear that they were to choose between 
the disabilittes and difficulties they al- 
ready chafed under and relief Ieuaght at 
the price of a foreign itwasion and pas- 
sibly of a foreign sovereign. The Scatch 
nehles preferred an English alliance to 
4 French or Spanish alliance, which 
romise |) much more glittering rewiurds, 
The English Catholics, when the sailing 
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of the Armach made the real issue clear, 
loyally supported the Crown, anid after- 
warts flatly told the Spanish agents that 
no tevalt brought aheut with Spanish 
Assistance eben i have their support. 
samilarly the fatal error of James O 
waa hie rehanee opon French assistance, 
Neither be nor his children were ever 
able to arouse ati considerable enthisi- 
asm for @ party whose success meant 
French intiuence and perhaps French 
domination m English polities. 

Foreign domination had been, in fact, 
for centuries the worst possitility that 
Englishmen cont conceive. Let us nut 
forget that the worst crime «ct down to 
the ciseredit of the most. unpopular king 
itt English annals was his surrender oF 
his kingdem too foreigner, even though 
that foreigner was the Pope, the Vicar 
of Gud, 


THE ENGLISH ALWAYS UXITHD AGATNST 
THT FOREIGNER 

Do we not, in fact, get a strong light 
npon English feeling: from the usage of 
words by Henry VIL at the time of the 
Reformation? He aot his statesmen 
were decking some plirases sure to ren- 
der the Pope and Catholics unpopular 
with the men in the street, “The words, 
which tecur again and again throngheatt 
sixteenth-century statutes, are the words 
“foreigner” and “foreign.” When Wil 
lam 1 prepared to seize the throne in 
(8), be saw clearly that he must win 
without fighting and conquer James IT 
without-an army. A civil war weuld be 
disastrous; the ase of Dutch troops. ex- 
cept fora few men mn his own bodveuanl, 
would defeat the expedition before it 
Started | | 

It is this sentiment of tationatity— 
strong enough to prevail in the minds of 
even the mostignorant people over pas- 
sion, tehpion, cupulity, ambition—which 
has throughout English history dissolved 
the malcontent party at the croc! mp- 
ment, when their treason appeared. to 
them a its tre light. and has thus robbed 
the invader of the assistance on which 
sonic clopacriclerd. 

The gecgraphical position of England 
as an island, the strategical geography of 
Europe which created antipathics be 
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Iween other nations, the domestic strug- 
ee of other nations toward nationality, 
mve all been. without doubt, the tools 
which England has user! in securing her 
present position; but the real motive 
power bas been the spiritual quality of 
the natin itself, its cohesion anil tinas- 
salable unity, which rest in last analysis 
upon geographical forces: and upon: the 
accident of histery. Indeed, had Eng- 
land not attained this cohesion and unity 
so carly that by the time she entered the 
European arena they were the premises 
of English thought and action, even these 
factors would not have been sufficient: to 
insure her influence or safety. 


ENGLAND S: ECONOMIC STRENGTH 


England's econetmic strength has been 
due to those same peculiar and excep- 
tional factors to which she owes the arl- 
vanced state of her national Gonsciows- 
ness. She has hod a certain advantage— 
an artifivial handicap, iF vou will—io the 
economic Tate with other nations, The 
small area of arable Jand in the plain 
thang from the Welsh Mountains to the 
Channel and the Nurth Sea was tearly 
ol availible for agriculture, though not 
al of it exceedingly fertile. A mild, 
equable temperature, without great ex- 
tremes of heat oar cold, an abundant but 
hot excessive rainfall, AB EREES ermili- 
tons peciharly favorable tor the crude 
agriculture of the Middle Ages. The 
mild winters made it possible to leave 
cattle in the open fields the year round 
and ordinarily kept enough grass green 
to provide ther with food 12 months in 
the year. Poor as was the quality of 
this grass, scragey as the cattle were, in- 
effitient as the agriculture was, the re- 
tums seem to have been somewhat greater 
than those in countries like Germany, 
where the winter was more severe. 

This sall, well-knit country possessed 
also the artificial advantage of isolation 
from Europe. Its small size and its fur- 
mation resulted ina prilitical unity which 
has not been disturbed or seriosiy ques 
tioned since the eleventh century. There 
Was no Asin dost hasis for tw or 
more States of nearly equal strength, 
from whose rivalries serious or long wars 
maght result.

The only practicable approach for 
oteanic trade to the :good harbors of 
northern Europe lay through the (han- 
nel, where geayraphy furnished the Fng- 
lish with peculiar advantages; ‘That 
emall body of witer i agitated by erass- 
currents of all sorts and varieties, is 
swept by cross-winds, and always offers 
difficulties to sailmg ships. For many 
centuries the average sailing ship dat tot 
attempt to ride ont 4 storm at sea, but 
toed to keep near enough some harbor 
to be able to. put moif necessary. This 
was, in fact, an established principle of 
maivigation, ane the English themselves 
were the first to change tt. 

The only harbors. along the Channel 
which ships coll tually make in me- 
ments cf peril were on the oe CreMLst, 
ancl the eainpil of northern Europe on 
ioarayup and down the Channel hageed 
the English ‘shore and rin into English 
harbors whenever vecessary, ‘These 
facts, together with the strerigth of, the 
Enelish feet and the ability of the Eng- 
hsh sailors, promptly pat her im a post- 
tion te corral the world's commerce, 

One of the most interesting Mustra- 
tions of the power of the Channel aj- 
peared In the sixteenth century, when a 
Spanish treasure-ship laden with money 
tao pay the Duke of Alva’s soldiers, who 
were on the verve of mutiny for the lack 
of ity with money, too, which Philp 
ful borrowed with great, difficulty and at 
extortionate interest, was compelled to 
pur into an English port hy a storm. 
The Channel actually. placed in) Eliza- 
beth’s hands an advantage over her foe 
which abe could have obtained i no 
other wav. actually forced her foe to 
come in of his own free will, so to speak, 
anil put hinrself at her mercy, She car- 


ships and slaw communication, 
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ried the gold to London for “safe-keep- 
ing. 

These natural factors, which made the 
naval control of the Chonnel a siniple 
matter for England, also made, England 
the normal and ideal exchanpe center tor 
the tlomestic ond international ‘trade of 
northern Exrope, Tt all had to pass Fing- 
land's door.
